Total deaths 
from various accidents due to the 
heavy mist numbered well over a 
dozen. Three of the drowning 
victims were more than 70 years 
old. Today the fog had lifted in 
many of the affected sections. 

Veterans recalled the fogs of 30 
years ago, before the soft-coal nui- 
sance had become so pronounced 
as being the only conditions of re- 
cent time which might be com- 
pared with conditions in Southern 
England during the last few days. 

The greatest tie-up of rail, high- 
way, air and water transportation 
in the memory of the younger 
generation has resulted. The pos- 
tal service, as a consequence, has 
been totally unable to cope with 
the. Christmas parcel rush. 

People leaving business late yes- 
terday found no means of reach- 
ing their suburban homes, with 
trains and omnibus lines suspend- 
ed or the services greatly curtajled. 
Railroad terminals were crowded 
with people with places to go but 
no way to get there. 

Hyde Park corner presented one 
of the worst traffic scenes. A bril- 
liant flare failed to penetrate the 
mist more than a few feet. Hun- 
dreds of vehicles of all kinds were 
jammed in long lines which were 
able to move only a few inches at 
atime. In less congested districts 
chauffeurs and. bus drivers walked 
ahead with the flares to light the 
way for their vehicles. 

Off Gravesend, a ferry boat 
fouled a buoy and 499 passengers 
were transferred to tugs.

1931 for public works would total 
$724,000,000. 

The President has informed the 
various executive departments that 
the policy of the Federal Govern- 
ment is that wages on contracts let 
by the Government shall: be held 


up to the standard existing in the 
districts where the work is done. 

The President said that when de- 
pression first struck, he had been 
instrumental in obtaining an agree- 
ment between industry and labor 
that guaranteed as far as possible 
no reduction in wages. In view of 
this, he said, the Federal Govern- 
ment necessarily has required con- 
tractors to maintain wage scales at 
their pre-depression levels. 

There have been some difficul- 
ties with minor contractors, he 
said, but these have been adjusted. 

Apportionment of Funds, 

The estimated total for Federal 
aid to highways for the calendar 
year 1931 was set by Mr. Hoover at 
$219,922,500; public buildings, 
$178,869,000; rivers and harbors, 
$159,857,000; ship construction, 
$129,920,000; aircraft and air navi- 
gation, $30,882,000; miscellaneous, 
$9,607.000. 

His statement said the $724,058,- 
000 compares “with the rate of 
about $275,000,000 per annum prior 
to the depression.” 

Arriving at his final figure, the 
President reviewed the estimated 
expenditures for the present fiscal 
year and for the year ending on 
June 30, 1932. His estimate of all 
construction expenditures was 
$276,567,000 for 1928, $530,455,000 
for the 1931 fiscal year and $625,- 
661,000 for the 1932 year. 

“To the above,” Mr. Hoover ex- 
plained, “‘must be added the emerg- 
ency appropriations for still fur- 
ther acceleration of public works 
already authorized by Congress, 
which moneys will be spent during 
the calendar year, 1931, as follows: 

“Highways, $90,500,000. 

“Rivers and harbors 
works, $25,500,000. 

“Total, $3116,000,000.

‘In addition thereto must also 
be added the acceleration of public

“The relief to agriculture of all 
sorts including Farm Board ap- 
propriations is estimated as _ fol- 
lows: Fiscal year 1928, none;

On leaving the White House, 
after a conference with President 
Hoover, Wood vigorously declared 
himself in sympathy with the ef- 
fort being made by Robert HB.

of the party. Wood did not say 
whether he had discussed the Lu- 
cas affair with the President. 

“Senator Norris is neither a Re- 
publican nor a Democrat,” said 
Wood, “he is a consumate dema- 
gogue.” 

Wood is the first of the vegular 
Republican leaders to express him- 
self openly on Lucas’ side since the- 
disclosure that the latter secretly 
sent Klan literature itno Nebraska 
in an attempt to defeat Senator 
Norris in the last election. ® 

Wood declared that Lucas, !n 
branding Senator Norris as a rene- 
gade, had “expressed the sentiment 
of every real Republican in the 
United States.”

Finnish steamer Oberon, which was 
lost Friday night in the Cattegat 
after a collision with is sister ship, 
the Arcturus, sank only because it 
was sliced open by the special ice- | 
cutting bow of the Arcturus, in the 
opinion of the captain, Eric Hjelt. 
Firty-one persons were drowned 
in the sinking.

ROME, Dec. 23.—Mrs. H. J. de 
Bosis, American-born widow of an 
Italian poet, was acquitted yester- 
day of charges that she had en- 
gaged in anti-Fascist activities, but 
three men indicted on similar 
charges were given prison sen- 
tences. 

Renzo Rendi, occasional corre- 
spondent for American newspapers, 
was sentenced by the Special Trib- 
une for Defense of State to 15 
years in jail. Mario Vinciguerra 
received a like sentence, and Gel- 
metti, another defendant, was or- 
dered to prison for thrée years. 
Three other defendants, Augusto 
Benedetti, Olga Benedetti and a 
third named Marchi, weer acquit- 
ted. 

Mrs. de Bosis, born Lillian Ver- 
non of St. Louis, who told the 
Court she was 65 years old, ex- 
pressed her regret that she had 
taken part in recent anti-Fascist 
propaganda, which consisted of the 
printing and distribution of circu- 
lars. 

Rendi testified that Mrs. de Bosis 
had nothing to do with writing the 
circulars but only with their me- 
chani¢al preparation. He told of 
preparing the wax stencils for the 
circulars and taking them to Mrs. 
de Bosis to be run off @ small

Construction Intesests : Presi- 
dent Thinks Measure Would 
Relieve Local Unemployment, 


The purchase of building mate~ 
rials used in local construction 
from St. Louis concerns is advo- 
cated as an unemployment relief 
measure by the Associated Build- 


of general and suBcontractors. 

It is nted out that labor forms 
about 80 per cent of construction 
generally, divided 50 per cent Jn 
the actual erection of the bullding, 
and 30 per cent in the preparation 
and fabrication of materials. <A 
considerable portion of the stone, 
steel and millwork going into a St. 
Louis construction job is prepared 
elsewhere and shipped in réady for 
installation. Officers of the build- 
ers’ association believe that the 
purchase of such materials in S&t. 
Louls would have a helpful effect 
on the unemployment sit | 

“We .do not ask the building 
public to buy local products at an 
increased price in preference to 
materials prepared elsewhere.” 
Josh Lewis, president of the build- 
ers’ association said. “A number 
of articles can be bought here to 
advantage, however. The contrac- 
tors will co-operate with the public 
to stimulate home buying of ma- 
terials and, with considerable con- 
struction in prospect, the result 
should be a decrease in unemploy-

Another unemployment measure, 
which contractors and union work- 
men have under consideration, !s a 
special wage scale for union work - 
men employed on certain city work.

In the 
general field of business, 
whether of industry or agricul- 
ture, Government interference 
in an attempt to maintain prices 
out of the treasury is almost 
certain to make matters worse 
instead of better. It disorgan- 
izes the whole economic fabric. 
It is a wrong method, because it 
does not work, It is better for 
everyone in the end to let those 
who have made losses bear 
them than to try to shift them 
onto someone else. If we could 
have the courage to adopt this 
principle our recovery would be 
expedited. Price fixing, subsi- 
dies and Government support 
will only produce unhealthy 
business.

ers from Europe ran into a new 
customs order yesterday. Under it 
Americans are required to give up 
brands of perfumes purchased 
abroad, the trademarks of which 
are held by American firms and 
registered with the Treasury De- 
partment.

months of this year. In other pub- 
lic utility rate*cases the commis- 
sion has held 7 per cent to: be 
reasonable — return, 

The company introduced testi- 
mony which placed the annual re- 
turn at 5.25 per cent, based on the 
company’s estimate of its valuation 
for rate-making purposes which is 
nearly $2,500,000 higher than that 
fixed by the commission account. 
ants. 

Hearings in the case were closed 
several months ago, and the case 
submitted for decision. It was re- 
opened, however, to permit testi- 
mony concerning 1930 earnings, 
which would give effect to a 12.2 
per cent reduction ordered by the 
commission in February, 1929. That 
reduction amounted to about $100,- 
000 a year for metered customers

The consensus seemed to be that 
the Columbia president's proposals 
might be sound enough in theory 
but that they were not practicable, 
at least at this time. It. was pointed 
out in some quarters that endow- 
ments for academic purposes are 


hard enough to get now. 


Dr. Butler’s further suggestion 
that a “collegiate league of nations” 
might be needed to solve current 
athletic problems met with the 
rather general reply that the pres- 
_ent atheltic conferences, with their 
special rules and regulations, al- 
ready fill any needs along that line. 


Comment Summary. 


A summary of a few of the com- 
ments on Dr. Butler's proposals 


follows: 


Fielding | H. Yost, director of 
athletics, University of Michigan, 
saw “no possible value in the pro- 


posal.” 


Alonzo Stagg, director of athlet- 
ics, University of Chicago, believes 
“athletics should be removed en- 
tirely from the influence of alumni 
bodies and administered as a regu- 
lar department of the yniversity. 

George Huff, athletic director, 
University of Illinois, called the 


proposal “ridiculous.” 


Presid Walter Dill Scott, 
Northwesfern, in facetious vein, 
‘thought Dr, Butler’s idea good, but 
wanted to know “how to get the 


money from the alumni.” 


Maj. John L. Griffiths, Big Ten 
athletic commissioner, thought 
each sectional group had enough 
rules already and could see no 
merit in the “league of nations” 


idea, 


Dr. Fraser Metzger, dean of men, 
Rutgers, commended Dr. Butler’s 
stand and thought colleges “cannot 
move too rapidly in correcting the 
evils now prevailing in their ath- 


letic activities.”’ 


President Ernest M. Hopkins, 
Dartmouth, thought the proposal 
worth consideration but doubted 
that alumni endowment was the 
proper remedy to curb over-em- 


phasis. 


Prof. William B. Owens, Stan- 
ford, president of the Pacific Coast 
Conference, “would not limit such 
endowment to alumni but would 
accept it. from all available 


sources.”’ 


Thomas Putnam, dean of men, 
University of California, doubts 
“if the endowment plan would 
meet with the approval of the 
alumni and cannot see where it 
would solve the problem anyway.” 


Warner Not Impressed. 


Glenn 8S. (Pop) Warner, Stanford 
coach, said “a lot of funny things 
are suggested. I don’t think Dr. 
Butler’s suggestion merits any com- 


ment.” 


Dr. Forrest C. Allen and H. D. 
Gish, athletic directors at the Uni- 
versities of Kansas and Nebraska 
respectively, both thought there 
already was enough organization 
in the Big Six Conference and that 
Dr, Butler's “League of Nations” 
would be one ruling body too 


many. 


Chancellor Frederick M. Hunter, 
Denver, could “see no hope for Dr. 
Butler’s plan as a practical thing, 


at this date.’’ 


Walter 3B. Franklin, graduate 
manager of athletics, University of 
Colorado, thought it would be 
“eminently unfair to ask the 
alumni to finance athletics. Some 
of the younger schools with few 
graduates soundly entrenched fi- 
nancially would have to give up 


athletics altogether.” 


Prof. C. L. Hare, Alabama Poly- 
technic, president of the Southern 
Conference, pointed out that the 
school with the largest endowment 
would be in the same position as 
the school with the most money 


now. 


Chancellor Charles M. Snelling, 
Georgia, thought the “greatest 
menace lies in the subsidizing of 
athletes” and that the préblem of 


gate receipts js “secondary.” 
Alumni 


W. A. Alexander, Georgia Tech 
coach, said Georgia Tech would 
have to abandon all sports now if 


it had to depend upon alumni. 


President Thomas 8S. Gates, 
Pennsylvania, said his school would 
“be glad to join in a thorough dis- 


‘cussion of the problem.”

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DATA ON FIVE-YEAR STUDY 
OF WATER - FLY STOLEN 


Material Collected by Zoologist at 
Brown U. Taken From Auto 

in New York Clty. 
By the Associated Press. — 
NEW YORE, Dec. 23.—Two 
suitcases containing data on the 
evolution of the water-fly have 


been stolen from an automobile in 
front of a church. 

Dr. Arthur M. Banta, visiting 
professor of experimental zoology 
at Brown University, disclosed the 
theft today by advertising a $100 
reward for the return of the ma- 
terial, which constitutes -the result 
of five years’ research on the life 
and death of the water-fly. 

The suitcases were stolen Friday 
night, he said, when Miss Thelma 
Wood, his assistant, stopped to 
visit. friends here, on the way from 


Pa. 

“The data,” said Dr. Banta, 
“threw some new light upon the 
breeding and the evolution of 
those particular species. It took 
five years to produce them. There 
is no way to duplicate them in a 
jess period of time and nothing can 
be published without these data, 
which are necessary to support the 
conclusions I have reached in my 
researches.”
